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I LIKE THE DEPRESSION 
Hiiiforiat by 
Henry Amley in the AmarillOf Texas, Globe News,

I like the depression. No more prosperity for mc. 
I have had more fun since the depression started than 
I ever had in my life; I had forgotten how to live, what 
it meant to have real friends, what it was like to have 
common evcry-day food. Fact is, I was getting just 
a little high-hat. 

Three years ago, only one man of the Ncws-Globc 
organization could be out of town at a time. He had to 
leave at the last minute and had to get back as soon as 
possible. Many times I have driven 100 miles to a ban- 
quet, sat through three hours of bunk in order to make 
a five minute speech, then driven the 100 miles back so 
as to be ready for work the next morning. 

Nowadays, as many Ncws-Globe employees as arc 
invited make those trips and we stay as long as wc want 
to. The whole outfit could leave the otlice now and it' 
wouldn't make any ditference. 

1 like the depression. I have time to visit my ' 
friends, to make new ones. Two years ago when I went 
to a neighboring town, I always stayed at a hotel. Now, 
I go home with my friends, stay all night and enjoy 
home-cooking. I have even spent the week-end with 
some of the boys who have been kind enough to invite 
inc. 

It's great to drop into a store and fceJ that you can 
spend an hour or two or three or a half day just visiting 
and not feel that you arc wasting valuable time. I like 
the depression. 

I am getting acquainted with my neighbors. In the 
last sis months I have become acquainted with folks who 
have been living next door to mc for three years. I am 
following the Biblical admonition.

One of my neighbors has one of the best-looking 
wives I have ever seen. She is a dandy. 1 am getting 
acquainted with my neighbors and learning to love them. 
Three years ago I ordered my clothes from a mer- 
chant tailor — two and three suits at a time. All my 
clothes were good ones, I was always dressed up. But i 
now, 1 haven's bought a suit of clothes in two years. 1 
am mighty proud of my Sunday-go-to-meeting clothes. 
When I dress up, I am dressed up, and I don't mean 
maybe. / like the depression. 

Three years ago I was so busy and my wife was so 
busy that we didn't see much of each other, consequent- 
ly wc sort of lost interest In each otlier. I never went 
home to lunch. .About twice a week I went home for 
dinner — at 6:30 o'clock. I never had time to go any- 
where with her. If I did go on a party, I could never 
locate her. and since there was always a "blonde" or a 
"Red head" available I didn't worry much about it. 

My wife belonged to all the clubs in town. She 
even joined the young mothers club. We didn't have 
any children, but she was studying — and between 
playing bridge and going to clubs, she was never at 
home. 

\t'c got stuck up and hifalutin. We even took 
down the old family bed and bought a set of twin 
beds — on the installment plan. When 1 would come 
home at night, if my wife was at home, she would be 
in her bed already, and I would crawl in mine. If she 



came in first it was vice versa. 

Wc like the depression. Wc have come down off 
our pedestal and are realty living at my house now. 
The twin beds are stored in the garage and the old 
family affair is being used, Wc arc enjoying life. In- 
stead of taking a hot water bottle to bed these cold 
nights, she sticks her heels in my back just like she 
did before Hoover was elected. 

I haven't been out on a party in 18 months. I have 
lost my book of telephone numbers. My wife has 
dropped all the clubs. I believe we arc falling in love 
all over again. I am pretty well satisfied with my 
wife. Think I will keep her at least until she is 
forty and then if I feel like I do now, I may trade her 
in for two twenties. 

I am feeling better since the depression. I take 
more exercise. I walk to town and a lot of folks who 
used to drive Cadillacs arc walking with mc. I like 
the depression. 

My digestion is better. I haven't been to sec a doc- 
tor in a year. 1 can cat anything I want to. 

I am getting real honest-.to-goodness food. Tlirce 
years ago, wc had a filet mignon once a week, now wc 
have round steak and flour gravy. Then we had roast 
breast of guinea hen, now wc arc glad to get sow- 
bosum with the buttons on it. 

I like the depression. My salary has been cut to 
where I can't afford to buy lettuce and spinach .ind 
parsley and wc can't afford to have sandwiches and 
frozen desserts and all the damfoolishncss which lias 
killed more good men than the World War. 

I like the depression. Three years ago, I never had 
time to go to church, t played golf all day Sunday 
and besides I was so darned smart that there wasn't a 
preacher in West Texas who could tell mc anything.

CAUSES AND CURES OF DEPRESSION 
"Nobody in the world knows exactly what causes 
depressions, not even Senators or Army ollicers," says 
Neil Carothers, Professor of Economics at Lehigh Uni- 
versity, in an article in the New York Herald-Tribune 
Magazine. "The economists, who do know quite a lot 
about depressions, admit* that they cannot isolate the 
exact cause. They know that it is not the gold stand- 
ard or the stock exchange or farm prices or the rich 
grinding the faces of the poor. In fact, they know 
there is no one cause but a combination .... 

"Depressions do not originate in non-capitalistic 
countries such as India. Economic breakdowns in 
such countries are reactions to depressions in capitalis- 
tic countries. Do not hastily conclude from this that 
capitalism is a failure. The nan-capitalistic countries 
have chronic misery and recurrent famines. The 
awful spectacle of children starving to death by 
thousands is to be seen only in China, which has not 
developed capitalism, and in Russia .... 

"Just as they hesitate to assign a specific cause 
for depression, so do the economists refrain from pro- 
posing a patent cure. They know that the one cure 
is that one remedy for all human ills — time .... 

"Trying to force recovery by statute Is like stand- 
ing up in a sailboat and blowing on the sails. The 
speed of the boat is determined by forces outside it." 

It is natural that we should attempt to abnormally 
force recovery, and it is almost inevitable that such 
efforts should largely fail. Economic laws which arc 
as old as organized government cannot long be circum- 
vented — precisely as these laws make depressions, they 
eventually present us with the cure. No one con- 
versant with the history of this country can believe 
that it will not pull itself out of the doldrums — but 
natural, not artificial forces will deserve most of the 
credit when that is done.

counted the decayed tenth In tho jaw 
bones of the prehistoric and living 
Ksklmos In AInako. Only G.fi percent 
of the prehistoric Baklmoa had car- 
ious teeth, whereas S« percent of tho 
living I-lHkimos had more or less den- 
tal decay. The prehistoric Eaklmoa 
ato walrus, seal, and flsh with a very 
fow vegetahlo foods, whereas iho 
modern Eskimo living In proximity to 
white sottlementa eats a diet much 
more like ours. Eskimos that live !n 
isolated regions today where thoy BtUl 
cat mostly flsh have almost perfect 
teeth. 

Indian tribes that lived on tho aea 
coast of America left great mounds 
of ahellB showing that thoy consumed 
n good deal of shell flsh. Thoy hal 
practically perfect tooth. The In- 
dians (farmers) living In tho South- 
west ate largely com and grain 
products. Their skulls show badly 
decayed teeth. It would seem that In 
tho past at least, the meal eating 
races had bettor teeth than the grain 
eating races. In support of this the- 
ory we might clto tho fact that dia- 
betic children who must live on a diet 
practically devoid of sugar and In- 
I eluding very few starchy foods (no 
pastries, no cakes, and no sweet dca- 
florts) have perfectly sound teeth. 
Our mcdocal men are watching those 
diets %ery carefully.

Salt Sacks Are Used. 
The sail bags are more like crash. 
The material Is a fairly coarse cotton 
weave of blue and white threads, and 
lends Itself well to tailored effects. 
Not all salt Ijags aro made of tho par- 
ticular material, but a groat many 
ore. They aro tho aUe of big flour 
sacka and aro used for the kind of 
Bait farmers buy for their livestock. 
Flour sacks, of course, have long 
been adapted to household purposes, 
%^ as dish towels and dusters. But thoy 
W>ok surprisingly now and different 
when dyed and cut Into garments. ^ 
Both the salt bags and the flour and j 
augar sacks come with labels printed! 
on them. These can usually bo Uken j 
out by scrubbing with hot water and 1 
soap and then boiling them for half 
an hour. 

' Tho garmenU In the collection 
were for children of different ages, 
and two wore for creeping babies. 
There was a young woman's jacket 
and Bklrt of the salt bagging with a 
blouse of scrap material, and a child's 
dress made of flour sacking dyed 
green. There woa also a play suit 
made from a woman's knitted wool 
dross, with wristlets, ankleta. and cap 
made of an old red bathing suit. 

With tho exhibit -wore photographs 
of the piece of material from which 
tho gorments wero cut, with patterns, 
laid out upon thom to show how each 
garment Is worked out Tho gar- 
menta wore made In the bureau's di- 
vision of textiles and clothing by cut- 
ting them according to tho cloth.
